~The telegraph brings us intelligence 
ofa battle between the Cuban patriots 
under General JornpDAN and the Span- 
ish forces. The acecountis meagre but 
satisfactory. It recounts the success 
of JORDAN, Who commanded in per- 
son a force numerically smaller than 
that to which it was opposed, putting 
the loss of both at two hundred killed 


and wounded, among the former 
twenty Americans. The tighting 


must have been desperate. It lasted 
eight hours, and resulted in the Span- 
iards seeking shelter and a eover. 
As this is the first encounter between 
the hostile forees in Cuba that can be 
dignified by the name of baitle, its 
close so disastrous to the Spanish Gov- 
ernment, cannot but have a’most sal- 
utary effect upon the patriots, stimu- 
lating and sustaining them. It will 
infuse them with fresh ardor, and in- 
spire them with new hope. Here it 
will have the effect to encourage en- 
listments, additional subscriptions of 
money and of arins and ammunition, 
and perhaps to break duwn the en- 
mity which Secretary Fisi has al- 
Ways, when occasion offered, exhib- 
ited toward the Cubans and their 
‘ause. Added to the discontent of 
the volunteers, the effects of the 
vomito, and the intense heat of a 
tropic sun, this victory of JonDAN 
will have great effect, and may prove 
the turning point in the Cuban revo- 
lution. We hope so, if for no other 
reason than that the people of Cuba 
may be saved from the assassinations 
and butcheries that have rebaptised 
the Spanish name as infamous.

gentleman on the track of the Mem- 
phis and Charleston Railroad near the 
city, under such circumstances as led 
to the belief that‘he had been mur- 
dered and placed there by his mur- 
derers to cover up the traces of their 
hideous work. This suspicion is now 
a certainty, and the following are the 
facts in the case so far as we have been 
able to glean them: 

The engineer of the inward bound 
train which arrived.in the city Mon- 
day night felt his engine pass over 
something on the track just this side 
af MeGhee’s station. On arriving at 
the depot he noticed blood and brains 
on the wheels, but thought they were 
from a hog or some other such ani- 
mal, and dismissed the subject. : 
At an early hour yesterday morning 
some negroes going to work passed by 
the spot and found the remains, not of 
a hog, but a human being, so fright- 
fully mutilated, however, as to be 
scarcely distinguishable. white 
gentleman passing near was hailed 
and made acquainted with the fact, 
and when he came into the city he 
apprised Coroner Sametson, who im- 
mediately went out and held an in- 
quest. The body, after a careful ex- 
amination, was found to have nothing 
upon it by which it could be immedi- 
ately identified. There were, how- 
ever, two plain gold rings on the left 
hand, in one of which were the initials 
G. V.S., andon the right hand the 
the letters T. were punctured in 
India ink. 

Although the body had been run 
over by several trains, (two at least), 
the jury were satisfied from its ap- 
pearance that the deceased had come 


to his death from other causes, 
and that the body had merely 
been placed on the track to 


hide the deed; they therefore ren- 
dered a verdict to this effect. The re- 
mains were brought to town immedi- 
ately after the inquest, and left at the 
establishment of McCaffrey & Corne- 
lius for interment. 

The facts as we have stated them 
above were published in the Kvening 
Ledger, and when Wi. Dardis, 
jr., son of Col., Billy Dardis, one of our 
oldest and best known citizens, went 
down for his evening paper, his atten- 
tion was called to the account, and 
from the description he immediately 
recognized the deceased to be his 
brother Tom Dardis, a ‘youth 
eighteen years, who had been missing 
since the previous evening. ‘The sad 
intelligence was communicated to his 
parents, who took the body in charge. 

Further inquiries made since the in- 
quest develop facts which prove con- 
clusively that the surmises of the jury 
were correct. <A little white lad 
states that he was standing at the 
crossing of Vance street and the rail- 
road about eight o’clock Monday 
evening when the deceased, who 
came from the pienic grounds, asked 
him the way totown. The boy told 
him to take the railroad and that it 
would lead him to the city. The de- 
ceased, who seemed confused, went 
down the road instead of up it, ingist- 
ing that the city lay in that direction. 
He had been gone only a few minutes 
when he heard three pistol shots and 
2 ery. of murder, the sound apparently 


proceeding from the direction where 


the body was found, This statement 
ix corroborated by three negro men 


who were in the neighborhood, but in. 


a different quarter. We are informed 
that this is the third murder that has 
been committed and the body laid on 
the track almost in the exact spot 
where this one was found. ‘The 
neighborhood is settled by negroes 
and isa horrid one. We sincerely 
hope that no stone will be leftunturned 
to discover the murderers, and if they 
are found, we hope that they will 
have short shrift, 

Mr. Dardis, the deceased, was about 
nineteen years old, and was an ap- 
prentice in the composing room of the 
Aralanche. He was quiet and well 
behaved, and is much regretted by 
his companions. We sincerely con- 
dole with his hereaved relatives.
